Low Class Racers Furnish Enter- 
tainment at Bowie.

Rama Easily Defeats Master 
Hand in Chief Race of Day — 

Camouflage Wins Again. 



150WIM. M(l.. April 9. — There were two 
races at Bowie this afternoon that just about 
shared in importance. They were the Old 
Virsinia I’ursc, at three-quarters, for three- 
year-olds, and the Marines’ Handicap, for 
three.-year-olds and over, at a mile. G. E. 
Hall's Sosparth Arcon won the three-year- 
old offering, while Rama was home first 
in the Marines’ Handicap, and each race 
hroufflit about a Rood contest. 

There was a chill in the air for the early 
.afternoon, but bripht sunshine and a risliiR 
thermometer as the day propressed made 
the weather delightful. The track was at 
its best and the racing well entertained a 
big crowd from Baltimore and Washington, 
though all the horses raced were of the sell- 
ing plater variety. 

In the Marines’ liandicap a half dozen went 
to the post and it was agreed that they were 
well matched. Eittle time was lost at the 
post and the start was a good one, though 
Trajanus left sluggishly and it took Shillick 
some time to rouse him into a racing pace. 
Around the first turn McCoy ru.shed Saddle 
and Boots to such good effect that he was 
showing the way when the backstretch was 
reached. Master Ijand was in second i)lace 
and a couple of lengths before Rama, with 
Duke .lohn. Vitamin and Trajanus following 
in the order named. Saddle and Boots held 
his lead through the backstretch, but Rama 
had displaced Master Hand from second 
place. Trajanus was galloping fast as he 
left the backstretch. but still several lengths 
from the leaders. Then Romanelli made his 
move with Rama and quickly took tlie lead 
from Saddle and Boots, which rapidly fell 
out of contention. On the turn for home 
Mjister Hand swung wide and there Tra- 
janus began to move up and was going well 
when Master Hand swerved over sharply to 
the inside. He did not hit any horses when 
he made the move, but crossing in front of 
Trajanus spoiled any chance the latter might 
have had to be third. This crazy move put 
Master Hand a close second to Rama, but the 
latter won by plenty of daylight, while Mas- 
ter Hand was second and Duke John saved 
third money from Trajanus. 

G. C. Winfrey's Camouflage, the same 
horse that failed badly in a si.K and a half 
furlongs dash i-ecently, found a mile and a 
sixteenth well within his prowess this aft- 
ernoon and was an ea-sy winner from Joa- 
puina and E. J. Salt's two-time winner Our 
Birthday, while Tingling, another recent win- 
ner, ran unplaced. 

SI'l’tiS IN CLOSE FINISH. 

There was a good fini.sh in the third race, 
a dash of si.\ and a half furlongs, when 
Spugs. Tidings and Elemental fought it out 
closely lapped to finish in the order named, 
'ridings cut out the p-ace. while Elemental 
and Sagamore were showing the way to tlie 
others, with Sagamore racing on the outside. 
Spugs was outpaced through the early run- 
ning. but gradually improved ids position 
until at the head of the stretch he was close 
put. Tidings was still showing tlie way on 
the stretch turn, but Elemental was clo.se 
after her. Mclame had come a little wide 
with her, while Elemental made a short 
turn into the stretch. 

Sagamore was the first to shorten his 
stride and as he dropped back Spugs came 
along with his victorious rush. 'J'here was 
.scant room left on the inside when Mcl.ane 
came over with 'I’idings. but Spugs found 
his way through under a hard drive to be 
first liome. The race run by Sagamore was 
a distinct disappointment and the manner 
in which he quit in the stretch was foreign 
to his usual form.

G. E. Mali's Soggarth .\roou. the colt that 
cha.sed Gi'ueral 'I'hatcher home on the first 
«lay of th-> meeting, was the winner of the 
Old Virginia Purse, but he had to give up his 
best to score by a nose from Flying Devil, 
while Tlu-s.saly was a distant third. The race 
w:is framed for three-year-olds and nine 
went to the post. 

M. .1. Reid"s Roman tlirl was the winner 
of the opener, at a half mile, for .selling plater 
t wo-yc'jir-olils. but her victory was only 
achieveil after she hail been guilty of erratic 
.stretch conduct that seriously interfered with 
the cliances of both RacheJ Potter and I.ady 
« 'hoco, which finished sec’ond and third. A 
claim of foul was lodged by Parke, who rode 
Rachel Potter, but it was not allowed, the 
.sli wards evidently dc*ciding that it does not 
do to be too strict with green two-year-olds 
that offend. 

.‘'t. Donard Iiad to be much the best of 
the others that went to the post in the sec- 
ond race to be returned the winner.

REXIXGTOX. Ky., April !*. — Counting the 
seven in the string of Colonel E. li. Bradley 
at Idle Hour Stock Farm there are twenty-- 
nine eligibles for the Kentucky Derby in 
training here. 'Fhe Bradley string will move 
in from the farm Wednesday, so they will 
then all be at the Kentucky Association 
track. 

The eligibles here .are A.spiration. Ascot. 
■Anna M. Humphrey. Betty Beall. Boys Be- 
lieve Me. Blossom Time, Blue Xose. Body 
Guard. Bradley’s Toney, Bright Tomorrow. 
Cast In, Crudenos, Cherokee, Cukamo, Dust 
F’lower, Everhart, Freeholder. Great Ruck. 
Indian Trail. Hopeless. Larchmont, Xassaii, 
Playful Miss. Rigid on Time, Rusticator, 
Taylor Hay, ’rriumph, . Sweetheart and Vic- 
toire. 

Tlie horse most talked about, of course, is 
Ben Block's Aspiration. This colt had no 
preparation except one mild gallop when 
lie came into the hands of trainer “Jack" 
Baker at tlie sale of the Herbert H. Hewitt 
establislimeiit on the night of March 22. 
Yesterday over a slow track .Aspiration gal- 
loped three-quarters in 1 :21 and lie is to 
work again Wednesday. “Aspiration is a 
good liorse and lie is training satisfactorily." 

“You know I’ve 
got to give liim a foundation in preparati«)n 
for hard work, but lie is making that founda- 
tion fine and tliere yet is plenty of time, bar- 
ring accidents, to get him ready for the big 
race at Churchill Downs on May 19. He has 
an excellent disposition and does everytliing 
tliat is asked of liim with good will and 
abundance of lieart. I like liim better than 
any Derby horse I have ever had." 

J. J. 'Troxler and J. A. Gibson, wliose 
horses are at Huntington for the AVest A'ir- 
ginia Jockey Club meeting that is to open 
next Tliursday. stopped off here yesterday 
and la.st night, botli to see their lirood mares. 
Troxler's mares. Alula and Fern Handley, 
liotli liave foals at Jolin S. Wiggins' Military 
Stock Farm, while Gibson’s Rose d'Or is 
due to foal to King Gorin at Kinney Xicho- 
las’ farm. 

Josepli E. and George T>. AVidener are here 
for an inspection of their farms and liorses 
and will remain for several days.

LIGHTER A GENUINE STAYER 



Shows Great Speed and Stamina 
in Winning Tijuana Cup at 
Two Miles. 



SA.X DIEGO. Cal., April 9.— The good son 
of Xegofol — Rigliter is liis name — Sunday aft- 
ernoon at 'Fijuana ran true to his blood lines 
a>id won tlie longest race and incidentally tlie 
last major stake of the meeting. It was the 
Tijuana Cup. at two miles, and for the win-, 
ner there was a cash reward of $6,.22.A. Tbei I 
in addition there w.as a silver rememlirance. 
a massive mug of sterling, so heavy that the 
diminutive Tod Sloan, world’s famous rider 
of former years, bad to extend himself as 
he lifted it from the pedestal to present it to 
.A. G. Blakely, trainer of the successful 
thoroughbred. 

The blue, red polka dots and blue cap, the 
racing colors of AVilliam Daniel, wealthy 
Chicago patron of racing, had been fore- 
casted for victory. How mucli is best told by 
Lighter’s jiriee. The public could see notliing 
but the Daniel horse, and so strong was the 
support afforded him that l.ighter ruled a 
11 to 10 favorite in the machines. 

A good licrse, intelligently trained and 
superbly ridden, best tells the story of vic- 
tory. Jockey Merimee was in the saddle and 
rode Lighter in a manner which would liave 
l)ecn a credit to a mucli older head. Suniiy- 
land essayed to set the pace and the Bronx 
Stable hope sliowed the way for the first 
mile and a lialf. Then John Paul Jones 
wrested the lead from liim, whicli lie kep". 
until turning for home. It was at this point 
that l.ighter, being released from restraint, 
flashed to the front and from tliere on the 
horse was tlie master of ceremonies. 'Flie 
battle for tlie place honors was a stirring 
one, witli Buckhorn II.. which in the early 
running had been a distant trailer, coming 
from far back to take a nose decision from 
Old Faitlifiil. Tlie pacemakers, .lohn I’aui 
.lones and Sunnylaiid, finished outside tli- 
picture, being fourth and fifth in the oid ;■ 
named. 

Ahadane. the pride of the mammoth C. B. 
Irwin racing establishment, sliowed a reluiii 
to his best ferm when he won the secondury 
feature, a Handicap of five and one-half f.;!- 
longs whicli was the seventli race on tiie 
card. The Tijuana cliampion carried toe 
liurden of i-’J pounds. Init despite iliis lieavy 
impost he clearly outclassed his oiipoiteuLS 
and won in a canter from AA'ild Heatlier ai.d 
Dolores in ilie fast time of 1 :0.">^,.

When Kennedy dis- 
mounted lie said that Skeezix was ready to 
do mucli better, but the colt having just 
landed here a week ago from California Air. 
A'an Aleter tolil liim not to rusli liim. 

A\'. L. Alartin’s Derby colt Valador. Johnny 
Callnhan uii, was another to show a good 
work. AV’itli a t»uceniaker the Short Gra.s.s 
colt showed an even race for tlie entire 
mile, doing the first quarter in 2.S. lialf in 
54%. three-quarters in 1 :2l and mile in 
1 ;47%. 

A'anishing Boy, from Lody Alarshall’s 
stable, was given a slow mile liy trainer 
Hames AlcKiniiey. He was timed in 1 :50%.

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Here and There 
on the Turf 

Havre de Grace Meeting 
Next Week. 

Some of Our Best Class 
Racers to Make Their 
Debut. 

Chesapeake Stakes Expect- 
ed to Throw Light On the 
Preakness Stakes Form. . 

Nomniations that have been received for the 
stake races of the Harford Association for 
the ffavre de Grace meeting assure excellent 
racing at the beautiful racing grounds on the 
banks of the Su.squehanna. TTiis meeting is 
to open April 16, at the conclusion of the 
present meeting at Bowie. It will be niarked 
l)y the first appearance of several horses that 
were wintered at one or other of the New 
York training grounds. The long-drawn-out 
winter prevented many horses from making an 
earlier appearance, but they are .shipping in 
daily and long since every available stall on 
the track had been engaged. 

The Havre de Grace meeting affords an op- 
IKirtunity for trainers who have Preakness 
Stakes and Kentucky Derby candidates to put 
on the final polish for the big races. The 
Cheseapeke Stakes, to be run April 28, is 
a race to afford something of a line on the 
big races to come at Pimlico and Churchill 
Downs. It comes at a time that fits in exactly 
with ordinary training operations. The dis- 
tance is a mile and a sixteenth and it is just 
such a race as a three-year-old should have 
to help along in preparation for the richer 
races. 

There are fifty-six entries in the Chesapeake 
and it is probable that the list will be increased 
considerably before the complete nominations 
have been received through the mail. 

This list contains the names of many of the 
rligibles to both the Preakness Stakes and 
Kentucky Derby and, closing at this late date, 
it is natural to expect that a number of those 
that have been engaged will go to the post. 

Most of those that are training in the East 
that have been considered as dangerous Preak- 
ness or Derby candidates have been named for 
the Chesapeake Stakes, except such nomina- 
tions to the big races as enjoy Preakness 
Stakes allowances. There are some good ones 
in this list whose owners do not want to forfeit 
allowances by a victory in such a race before 
the running of the Preakness. But some of 
those that raced into penalties as two-year- 
olds will probably go to the post. 

The three other stake races have received 
a truly remarkable number of entries and the 
opening feature the Harford Handicap- at- 
fractetl 108 entries. This is a lavish response 
for a race that is so near decision, but it as- 
sures a big field at j>ost time. It is in this 
race that Exterminator will probably make 
his 1923 debut. It was in the same race last 
year that Exterminator came out of retire- 
ment by beating Billy Kelly and Dexterous. 
Dexterous is in the field again this year and 
is ready to give the son of McGee and Fair 
Empress a real battle. But Exterminator is 
by no means the only dependence of the mas- 
ter of Sun Briar Court. The cpieenly Sally’s 
-Alley, as well as five others, are eligible. Of 
them all it is Sally’s .Alley that has been at 
tracting the most attention in her preparation 
It may be that .‘■he will be the real .‘ftable 
hope on race days. 

The Daughter of .Allumeur and Salvolatile 
has be?n engaged in the Preakness Stakes 
as well as the Kentucky Derby and it is the 
ambition of the Binghamton owner to have 
her dufdicate the feat of Regret in 1915. 

The Lexington Stable and the Xalapa Farm 
Stable are r.’presented by Lucky Hour, Mis 
•sionary. Southern Cros.s and Poe. Of this 
quartet it is probable that the two last named 
will have to carry the load. Lucky Hour is 
not uj) to a race, but the others are looking

Fred Foster paid a vi.sit to Sheepshead Bay 
for the purpose of renewing old acquaintances 
and having a look at the thoroughbreds. Mr. 
Foster still has Dr. Rice stabled at Hoboken 
and, although he has had several liberal of- 
fers for the horse, he has not decided yet 
whether to .sell or to breed the great thor- 
oughbred himself. 

If the present intentions of the local au- 
thorities of the borough of Brooklyn are car- 
ried out this will be the last season that we 
will see racing at the Gravesend track of the 
Brooklyn Jockey Club. It is stated on the 
best authority that there is a movement, fos- 
tered by several members of the board of local 
improvements, to have streets cut through the 
Gravesend track this j'ear, completely de- 
stroying it for racing purjioses. Such action 
has been threatened several times during the 
past five years, but in each instance the calam- 
ity was averted. Several years ago the au- 
thorities succeeded in securing an extension 
of .Avenue U, which cut off one end of the 
property, but it did not interfere with the 
track proper. Some of the stables owned by 
the Brooklyn Jockey Club are now locateil on 
the property that was cut off from the main 
plant.

The wound has healed at this time, but the 
extent of the injury is apparent in the deep 
hole still in his head. A cartiledge has grown 
over the break in the skull and the hide has 
grown over that, but there is an indentation 
that would comfortably hold a golf ball. This 
does not bother the good colt in any manner 
now, but it is lasting evidence of just how 
he was handicapped in his racing last year. 

Samuel C. Hildreth has made many nomi- 
nations from the Rancocas Stable to the stakes 
of the Harford Association, but none of hLs 
horses is at hand and it was not generally 
understood that he would make much of a 
Marjland campaign.
